Health plan’s value-added tax awaits verdict

WASHINGTON — The White House is try- 
ing to take the public’s temperature on 
whether a national sales tax to finance 
President Clinton’s health-care plan would 


enjoy public support or scorn. 


“T have made absolutely no decision” on a 
value-added tax, Clinton said Thursday, a day 
after top administration officials said such a 
levy is an option. But he further fueled specu- 
lation for such a tax, a kind of sales tax, by 
noting it enjoyed support from many in busi- 
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ness and labor.

The suggestion of a value-added tax has gen- 
erated sharp divisions within the administra- 
tion. Some of Clinton’s key advisers, led by 
Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen, are argu- 
ing against it as being too politically risky. 

“About half the public right now believes it 
will be necessary to raise taxes for health 
said pollster Stan Greenberg, who does 
research for the White House and for the 
Democratic National Committee. 

Greenberg said in an interview that support 
goes even higher when specific components of 


such a plan are mentioned, such as “universal 


access,” giving everyone access to health care. 

But, “the specifics are unclear” right now on 
what kind of new taxes the public might 
accept, he added. “They’d rather tax the insur- 
ance companies.” 

A value-added tax is now in use in 50 coun- 
tries around the world, including most of 
Europe. The tax is levied at each stage of pro- 
duction and marketing. But it is ultimately 
paid by the buyer. The tax has a loyal if small 
following among U.S. politicians. But it also 
has a history of controversy. 


Survey results show residents 
favor handgun waiting period

When it comes to gun control, 

Utahns are speaking the same lan- 
guage as the rest of the nation. 
About 79 percent of Provo-Orem 
residents said they favor a waiting 
period before the purchase of a 
handgun. 
About 17.4 percent of those sur-. 
veyed said they don’t approve of 
the waiting period, and 3 percent 
had no comment, according to a 
BYU Communications 420 class 
poll of 492 Provo/Orem residents. 
The survey had a margin of error of 
4.5 percent. 

Norman Van Wagenen, manager 
of the county’s largest gun store, 
said gun sales are rising because of 
the gun control legislation. 

“Gun sales have been higher since 
Clinton’s inauguration than ever 
before,” Van Wagenen said. “If peo- 
ple support a waiting period, they 
sure aren't waiting for it to go into 
effect.” 

Michael Sebastian, president of 
Utahns for the Second 
Amendment, said the 79 percent 
result may be misleading because 
most people don’t understand what 
a waiting period entails. 

The National Riffle Association 
did a similar survey and asked peo- 
ple if they favored a waiting period, 
Sebastian said. 


“About 80 percent of the people 
favored it, but after the waiting 
period was explained, the approval 
rating dropped to 15 percent,” he 
said. “Statistics show that crime 
climbs when there is a waiting 
period and most criminals don’t 
buy arms through legal means any- 
way.” 

Provo resident Duane C. Smith, a 
Brady bill opponent, said he isn’t 
surprised at the survey’s results 
because the media’s liberal agenda 
is strongly affecting public opinion. 

“The Brady bill is just a Band-Aid 
solution that will have minuscule 
effect on criminals, while denying 
law-abiding citizens their rights,” 
Smith said. 

However, national polls indicate 
overwhelming support for the bill, 
with more than 80 percent of 
Americans backing it. 

According to.this month’s USS. 
News & World Report poll, 57 per- 
cent of gun owners also support 
stricter gun laws, while 36 percent 
want no changes. Only 6 percent 
want less stringent laws. 

Almost half of all Americans own 
handguns, the poll showed, and 14 
children 19 years of age and under 
are killed with hand guns each day. 
BYU law student Adam Merrill, 
from Wichita, Kan., said the 
National Rifle Association distorts 
the Constitution’s original intent.

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Family earnings highest in Northeast 


WASHINGTON — Where do the people with the big paychecks live? 
The big-city suburbs of the Northeast are a good place to look, especially 
around New York City and Washington. 

At the other end of the scale is Starr County, Texas, a stretch of farm- 
land on the Mexican border, where family income is the lowest in the 
nation. 

There’s a definite connectiun between what you make and where you 
live, census figures show. 

Nationally, the typical family made $35,225 a year, the 1990 census 
found. To government statisticians, a family is a group of related people 
living together. 

The counties where families earn top dollar are e mainly clustered in two 
big bustling urban centers: Washington and New York City. That’s 
where you'll find such places as Fairfax County, Va., where the typical 
family makes $65,201, which is the top in the nation. People that want 
to'live far from the city lights typically must settle for less. 

Most of the lowest-income counties are rural. In Starr County, Texas, 
families typically make only $10,903 a year, the lowest in the nation. 


Ohio inmates release one hostage 


LUCASVILLE,; Ohio — Inmates barricaded at the state’s maximum- 
security prison for five days released one of seven prison guard hostages 
Thursday night. 

The hostage was released after an inmate complained about prison con- 
ditions in a live broadcast from the yard of the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility. 

Frison spokeswoman Sharron Kornegay identified the hostage as 
Darold R. Clark, 23. He has been a guard since 1991. 

Radio station WPAY broadcast the report from a table set up in the 
prison yard. 

‘The inmate, identified only as George, said: “We either negotiate this to 
our liking or they will kill us. We are prepared to die.” 

After the broadcast, Clark was released. He walked out of the prison 
wihthout assistance, leaving six hostages behind. 


World powers donate funds to Moscow 


TOKYO — Russia’s foreign minister on Thursday praised a $28.4 bil- 
lion aid package that the seven richest democracies hope will boost 
President Boris Yeltsin’s chances in a leadership referendum in nine 
days. 

Foreign Minister Andrei Kozyrev said the Group of Seven plan showed 
Moscow and its former enemies are meeting “each other midway in an 
effort to win a democratic peace, as democrats on both sides won the 
Cold War.” 

The aid will come from development agencies such as the World Bank 
and International Monetary Fund, which are financed mainly by the 
industrial powers. It is in addition to individual aid packages announced 
by several nations during the two days of talks on emergency aid for 
Moscow. 

Earlier this month, major donor nations also agreed to make it easier 
for Russia to repay $15 billion in debts of the former Soviet Union. 


S. Africa to crack down on rioters 


PRETORIA, South Africa — The government threatened a security 
crackdown and urged swifter progress toward ending apartheid 
Thursday after nationwide violence during memorials for slain black 
léader Chris Hani. 

Senior government ministers said multiparty talks on sharing power 
with the black majority must proceed as quickly as possible. But they 
said further unrest would not be tolerated. 

‘Government officials said extra troops would be deployed and police 
would be given expanded powers of detention in areas hit by violent 
protests Wednesday. At least seven people died and hundreds were 
wounded, many by police gunfire. 

‘Further violence is feared during weekend protests and at Hani’ S 
ffineral in Johannesburg on Monday. Black and white leaders are strug- 
gling to prevent anger over Hani’s killing from derailing the talks to end 
apartheid. 

‘The talks have been suspended for a week while the ANC copes with 
the killing of Hani, one of its top leaders and head of the Communist 
Party. But the government and the ANC have said they will press.ahead 
with the power-sharing negotiations.

“In one of the forests that narrow- 
ly escaped destruction, Paul Cox 
found a small plant which contains 
a compound called prostratin that 
has been proven in the 'test tube to 
cure AIDS. It is now being tested 
further to see if it.will work on 
humans,” said Reta Despain, assis- 
tant administrative director of the 
Seacology Foundation. 

With the help of Seacology 
Foundation, Cox, an ethnobotanist 
and a BYU professor, has found an 
alternative way to stop the bulldoz- 
ers. The Seacology Foundation will 
host Earth Day ‘93, a fund raising 
event on Tuesday, at 7:00 p.m. in 
the Orem High School Auditorium. 

Seacology Foundation raises 
money for rain forest conservation 
and gives the money to the villages 
with the understanding that the 
villagers will preserve the forests 
against destruction. 

“Twenty-five percent of all medi- 
cines used today are derived from 
plants,” Despain said. “Forty per- 
cent of all the plants growing in the 
rain forests are found nowhere else 
in the world.” 

“Rain forest destruction is one of 
the easiest problems to solve,” Cox 
said. “All we have to do is turn off 
the bulldozers and chain saws.” 

Cox will speak with Thomas 
Elmgqvist, an ecologist from the 
University of Umea, Sweden, at the 
fund raising event. 

The film “Nafanua, Saving the 
Samoan Rain Forest” will also be 
presented and the Westridge 
Elementary Chorus will perform 
“We Can Save Our Planet,” orches- 
trated by Emmy award winner 
Sam Cardon.

Y music student 
to cross-country 


cycle, play horn

A BYU student will be bicycling 
across the country to blow his own 
horn next week. 

Horn player Marcel Pusey, a 
graduate student in musicology 
from Denver, Colo., will be bicy- 
cling across Wyoming and 
Nebraska. His journey will be 
filmed by director Mark Horatio. 

“We are looking,” Horatio said, “to 
create a synthesis of the world’s 
most beautiful horn melodies and 
the world’s most stunning visuals. 
But, because of our budget restric- 
tions, we will have to shoot in 

_ Wyoming and Nebraska.” * 

Pusey will perform pieces such as 
Horn Concerto #1 by Richard 
Strauss, Mozart’s Third Horn 
Concerto, and Beethoven’s Horn 
Sonata for the film’s soundtrack. 
Excerpts, such as Siegfried’s 
Hunting Call from Wagner’s Ring 
cycle will be included on the sound- 
track, which will likely be market- 
ed through a major recording label. 

“T think,” said Horatio, “the Ring 
cycle is especially apropos. It repre- 
sents the abuse of power and the 
downfall of government; these are 
major themes we're trying to bring 
out in this documentary. After all, 
this is the year of the Democrats.” 

The project came out of a casual 
conversation between Pusey and 
Horatio. “We were eating some 
mail-order steak,” Pusey said, “the 
kind they ship in dry-ice, when 
Horatio asked me what the differ- 
ence was between a dead snake in 
the road and a dead horn player. 
When I said I didn’t know, he said 
it was the-skid marks in front of 
the dead snake. I told him that I'd 
make it further on the road with 
my horn than he would make it 
with a camera and we ended up 
betting an Omaha Steaks dinner 
on it.” 

“Marcel wanted to save himself 
some postage,” Horatio said, “so he 
suggested biking to Omaha.” 

“T just had his self-interest in 
mind when I suggested Nebraska,” 
Pusey said. “In some states they 
still string up folks like Horatio.” 


Contemporary ensemble 
devoted to modern music

Contemporary music is free-flowing, unrestricted 
and sometimes dissonant. While some. people call it 
noise, the director of an ensemble on campus devoted 
to 20th-century compositions said he hopes listeners 
will find pieces they like and pieces they hate in each 
concert. 

The Group for New Music on campus piays music 
written. by modern composers and has developed a fol- 
lowing even though the sounds aren’t always conven- 
tional. 

“Noise is the sound you don’t want to hear,” said 
Michael Hicks, the faculty director of the group. 
“There are few sounds I don’t want to hear.” 

Hicks, a professor and Theory Composition Area 
Head of the Music Department, said there was no 
forum for playing contemporary music at BYU, so he 
started the group six years ago. 

Performing once a semester, the ensemble is com- 
prised of students and faculty who play music by mod- 
ern compésers, using instrumentation that includes 
various combinations of woodwinds, strings, percus- 
ion and yoices. 

He said the group strives for diversity, and doesn’t 
want neutral feelings about their concerts. 
. “We don’t make any assumptions about the audi- 
ence’s capacity,” Hicks said. 

He said some people like music that sounds more

traditional, while others come to hear the really weird 
pieces. 

“We may not have something for, everyone,” said 
Hicks, “but we have everything for someone.” 

Hicks said he can’t remember any negative response 
to the group, and there is a core following of people 
who attend the concerts regularly. 

Much of the music they play is difficult and requires 
good technical skills, and Hicks said listeners appreci- 
ate and recognize that. 

Madeline LeBaron, a 21-year-old senior majoring in 
music performance, plays the clarinet and has been 
involved with the group since her sophomore year. 

She said the challenge of contemporary music 
appealed to her, because it uses new sounds, loose 
rhythms and more freedom than traditional music. 

“In a way, it’s kind of like modern art,” LeBaron 
said. 

She and Hicks agree that it takes time to acquire a 
taste for 20th-century music, and LeBaron said those 
who listen to it should kéep an open mind before pass- 
ing judgement. 

“T didn’t always like.it,” said LeBaron, but she said 
playing the music is more fun than listening. 

She said most people she’s talked to who don’t like 
new music have never played or spent time with it. 

LeBaron said a lot of new music deals with specific 
issues like the bombing of Hiroshima, Vietnam or 
abortion, and needs to be angry or dissonant to 
express the message.

‘BYU farm nears completion 
of milking barn renovation

The Brigham Young University 
Farm and Dairy in Spanish Fork 
not only supplies milk products to 
BYU, but also offers field trips to 
nearly 1,000 elementary school 
children every year. 

“Every school teacher promises a 
field trip to their students in the 
spring so they bring them here,” 
said Doug Andrus, the dairy man- 
ager for BYU Farm and Dairy. 

While at the dairy, the school 
children observe the milking proce- 
dure from an observation area, pet 
and touch the baby calves, and 
handfeed the animals, said Andrus. 

When students head to the farm 
this spring, they will get to see the 
dairy’s newly remodeled milking 
barn. 

Andrus said the milking barn, 
which has been under construction 
for.over two months, is estimated 
to be completed by May. 

They decided to remodel the barn 
to make the dairy more labor effi- 
cient, to install new technology, 


and to make room-for a possible 
increase in the herd size, he said. 

When the barn is completed, 
they will have the 
capability of milking 32 cows in 
approximately four hours or less 
said Andrus. 

BYU Farm and Dairy has a total 
of 800 cows. Four hundred of the 
cows are mature enough for milk- 
ing. 

“You milk a cow for 10 months of 
the year then you let her have a 
rest before her next calf or lacta- 
tion period,” Andrus said. 

Because of the rest period, 10 per- 
cent to 15 percent of the mature 
cows are not milked at the same 
time as the rest of the cows. 

Andrus said all the dairy products 
from the farm used to just go to 
BYU Food Services, but for the last 
few years the milk products have 
gone into The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints’ welfare 
department. 

“BYU takes the milk products 
they need to supply the dormito- 
ries, cafeterias and food services,” 
Andrus said.

Museum replaces stolen fossil item

Accast of a fossil skull and the 


donation box it was attached to 
were stolen from the BYU Earth 
Science Museum at the beginning 
of March. 

Ken Stadtman, museum curator, 
said the.cast and box were more 
valuable than the actual money 
inside the box. 

Stadtman said the cast was of a 
Dimetrodon, a mammal-like reptile 
that lived before any dinosaurs: 

“We have the original Dimetrodon 
on display at the museum and we 
intend to put a Dimetrodon cast 
on the new donation box,” he said. 

Sgt. Richard Decker, of the 


University Police, said the value of 
the stolen property was probably 
less than $200. “The box was just 
three steps inside the front door,” 
Decker said. 

Janita Anderson, director of pro- 
grams for the Earth Science 
Museum, said the box and cast 
stood three to four feet tall. 

“The cast of the fossil skull had a 
sign that said, “Please feed me,’ 
and then a pipe went from its 
mouth into the box where the 
money was stored,” she said. “The 
new donation box is farther from 
the deor and is attached to the 
wall.” 

“This new box isn’t as nice as the 
last one, but we’re concerned about 
security now,” Stadtman said. 


Decker said he put a picture of 
the fossil skull up in the police sta- 
tion so other officers could get 
acquainted with it. 

“It’s probably in some dorm room 
somewhere or was taken by some 
juvenile,” he said. 

Decker also featured the picture 
in the Utah County Journal with a 
reward for information about it. He 
said he hasn’t received any leads 
on who stole the cast and box. 

Stadtman said so much time has 
passed since it was stolen that he 
doesn’t think the police will be able 
to retrieve it. 

“Whoever stole it has probably 
destroyed it by now to get rid of the 
evidence,” he said.

BYU captured eight WAC championships so far this

State vows 
to deal with 
gang crimes

SALT. LAKE CITY — Citing a 
“sobering trend”.in gang-related 
crime, Gov.. Mike Leavitt has 
vowed state support for cities hop- 
ing to reclaim their streets from 
gang members. 

Following a meeting Tuesday 
with state, local and law enforce- 
ment officials, Leavitt promised a 
statewide strategy by May, in time 
for the traditional upswing in 
youth crime that comes with sum- 
mer months. 

Leavitt heard from Lt. Bill 
Shelton of the Salt Lake Area Gang 
Task Force, who said gang-related 
crimes totaled 1,700 last year. In 
the first three months of 1993, 
Shelton said, there have been 890 
gang-related reports. More than 
half were vandalisms, although 40 
percent involve violent crime. 

“It’s got to be dealt with immedi- 
ately,” Leavitt said. “Clearly 
there’s a need.” 

Officials said the state’s juvenile 
justice system is woefully unpre- 
pared to deal with the problem. 
Shelton said lawmen have identi- 
fied 1,600 gang members in the 
area. ; 

Yet, Salt Lake City Attorney: 
Roger Cutler said there are fewer 
than 100 beds available statewide 
for juvenile criminals. 

Many young offenders are back 
on the streets before the arresting 
officer finishes the paperwork, 
Cutler said. 

The Utah Legislature this year 
cut $6 million from its bonding 
package for construction of a north- 
ern Davis County youth corrections 
facility. Lawmakers also failed to 
fund 34 youth corrections jobs, said 
Rep. Ray Short, R-Salt Lake. 

As a result, an offending teen- 
ager now must commit a dozen dif- 
ferent crimes before being assigned 
a probation worker. 

Salt Lake County Commissioner 
Jim Bradley hopes to launch a 
Youth Service Corps to involve at- 
risk youngsters in community pro- 
jects. 

The project will cost about $1 mil- 
lion.

said Bradley. But if Salt Lake City 
can afford an $18 million baseball 
diamond and a speed-skating rink 
for its 2002 Winter Olympics bid, 
he said, “we have to afford this.”

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Comparing warranties vital 
in smart shopping, BBB says

According to the Better Business 
Bureau, in addition to price and 
other product features, consumers 
should consider warranties when 
making purchase decisions. 

Whether one is in the market for 
a watch or a washing machine, 
when comparing prices, styles and 
features, it is important to compare 
warranties as well, said Bill 
Beadle, president of the Utah 
Better Business Bureau. 

“Warranties can be oral or writ- 
ten promises by manufacturers or 
retailers stating that they will 
stand behind a product or service,” 
Beadle said. 

Warranties must tell the con- 
_ sumer what is covered, who covers 
it, how long it is covered and what 
should be done if something goes 
wrong. 

According to reports compiled by 
the Council of Better Business 
Bureaus, most warranties are 
labeled full or limited. A full war- 
ranty is one that will repair or 
replace a product or refund money 
on a product within the warranty 


Tanning creates skin cancer risks

As students start pulling out 
their summer wardrobes that have 
been buried in closets behind win- 
ter clothes, they make their way 
outside to get that golden tan. That 
golden tan could lead to skin can- 
cer in the years to come. 

Many students have already 
started modeling shorts on campus 
with tanned legs to complete the 
outfit. Some students have jumped 
ahead by going to tanning salons.to 
get that early tan. 

Club Tan is at its busiest right 
now as students start to build their 
base tans, said employee Angie 
Jolley, 18, an open major from 
Farmington, N.M. 

Club Tan has their customers fill 
out cards stating skin type and any 
medication that they are taking to 
keep customers from having aller- 
gic reactions and to prevent them 
from getting burned. The maxi- 
mum time that the customers are 
allowed to stay in the tanning beds 
is 25 minutes, Jolley said. 

But Joyce Kuchau, registered 
nurse for the cancer screening pro- 
gram at the Utah Department of 
Health, said tanning beds have the 
potential of being more dangerous 
than the sun because the rays are 
more concentrated. ; 

“There are more ultraviolet rays 
in tanning beds than that of the 
sun because the tanning beds are 
more concentrated,” Kuchau said. 

The ultraviolet rays are the rays 
that cause skin cancer. Tanning is 
not what necessarily causes cancer, 
Kuchau said. 

“Burning is what does the dam- 
age to the skin. Tanning slowly in 
the sun with a sunscreen on. is the 
best way to tan,” Kuchau said. 
“You can still get a tan while wear- 
ing a number seven sunscreen.” 

The difference between the types 
of sunscreen is the amount of times 
it has to be reapplied. A sunblock 
with a number of 15 will have to be 
applied more often than a sunblock 
with a number of 50, Kuchau said.

Limited warranty coverage is 
somewhat less than the full war- 
ranty. 

Written warranties come with 
most major purchases, although 
they are not legally required, 
Beadle said. The protection offered 
by written warranties varies great- 
ly, so it is important to compare 
warranties before making a pur- 
chase. 

“Check to see how long the war- 
ranty lasts,” Beadle said. “See if 
there are any parts or repair prob- 


lems excluded from coverage, and if . 


there are any conditions or limita- 
tions on the warranty.” 

In addition to written warranties, 
unwritten warranties are also 
important considerations. 
Consumers must be aware of oral 
promises made at the time of sale. 

Advertising claims may also be 
considered unwritten warranties. 

While these unwritten warranties 
may be binding, to be sure the 
promised service is received if 
something goes wrong, Beadle said, 
consumers should have the sales- 
person put the promise in writing.

ning for long periods. 


The number on a sunscreen gives 
the number of times longer a per- 
son can stay out in the sun than 
with no sunscreen at all. If a sun- 
block has a number 10 then a per- 
son can stay out in the sun 10 
times longer than if they had no 
protection on at all. 

The time it takes for skin cancer 
to develop varies with the individ- 
ual. Although. teenagers are con- 
stantly in the sun or getting 
burned, cancer still may not show 
up until they are 40 years old, 
Kuchau said. 

In 1991, 54 people died in Utah 
from malignant melanoma, a type 
of skin cancer. Of those people, 39 
were male and 15 were female, 
according to a statistics report from 
the Utah Department of Health. 

“The best way to protect yourself 
is to wear a hat, pants and long 
sleeves. If you must wear a swim- 
ming suit remember the sun- 
screen,” Kuchau said.

Information should be displayed 
in or near the warranted product. 
Retailers can also place signs in 
prominent locations stating that

When warranted products are 
sold by catalog or through mail 
solicitation, a copy of the warranty 
must be available or there must be 
a notice stating where it may be 
obtained at no cost from a specified 
address, Beadle said. 

“To prevent problems later, save 
the sales receipt and file it with 
your warranty to document the 
date of your purchase and to prove 
you were the original buyer,” 
Beadle said. 

Consumers should also fill out 
and return the product registration 
card, Beadle said. 

Failure to return a completed 
card cannot void a warranty, but 
does prevent the company from 
notifying the consumer in the event 
ofa product recall.
